VISALIA, Mar. 27 — Ralph B. 


Jordan, Tulare County Counsel: 


since 1953, today formally. an 
nounced his candidacy for the 
state assembly representing Tulare 
and Kings counties. 

In filing papers for the Repub-

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HOW MUCH IS ENOUGH? 


City officials, both elected and hired, have an opportunity from 
time to time to attend meetings and conventions in California with 
persons holding like jobs in city government. 

We believe that Porterville city officials should attend a reason- 

able number of these meetings, since an opportunity is afforded to 
“talk shop" with other officials in other communities, thereby possibly 
creating new ideas or developing practical answers to questions involv- 
ing city administration. 
' We have also believed that the city of Porterville should foot the 
bill when its officials attend these meetings — that is foot the amount 
of a logical bill. 

Which of course brings up the question of what is a "reasonable 
number of meetings"; and what is a “logical bill?” 

Taking a look at the audit report for the city of Porterville cover- 
ing the fiscal year that ended June 30, 1957, we find that the city 
auditor had $5.35 in expenses for conventions and meetings; the city 
treasurer, $17.35; the city assessor and city clerk (two positions held 
by one individual) a total of about $300; the city attorney, for publica- 
tions, conventions, court costs, etc., $275.35; the city engineer, $55.85; 
the city council, $1,047.90 (with five councilmen, this averaged slightly 
over $200 each. A 

But the city manager was paid $1,079.70 to attend conventions 
and meetings during the 1956-57 fiscal year — this amount, of course, 
being over and above his salary that totalled $10,878.86. 

Looking at the 1957-58 budget — the budget in which the city is 
now operating, we find that the city clerk-assessor, has $400 for con- 
ventions and meetings; the city auditor, $100; the treasurer, $50; the 
engineering department, $150; the city attorney, $450; the city coun- 
cil, $1,250; and other departments also have budgeted convention ex- 

enses. 

The city manager has $800 budgeted to his conventions and meet- 
ings account, and the city purchasing agent, which the city manager 
also is, has $700 budgeted for transportation-convention ICMA. This 
means that the city manager-purchasing agent has a total of $1,500 
budgeted for meetings and conventions this year, again, of course, over 
and above his salary of approximately $3,049 for purchasing agent and 
$7,829 for city manager. 

The $700 amount has already been spent to send the city man- 
ager-purchasing agent to the ICMA convention in Washington, D. C. 

Now, to get back to the previous questions — how many conven- 
tions, how much expense money? We will not attempt to draw the 
line. 

But we are of the opinion that we taxpayers of the city might well 
question an amount of $1,079.70 spent by the city manager-city pur- 
chasing agent for conventions and meetings, and we might also ques- 

tion the value received for expenditure of $700 to send this same indi- 
vidual to Washington, D.C. 

How much is enough? You Porterville people let your elected 
city councilmen know what you think is enough. After all, 1958-59 
budget meetings start soon, and councilmen set the budget.

The tax collector Points to 
budget figures which show that 
he has reduced the number of em- 
ployees in the office while the 
work load has increased from 40,- 
000 tax bills to 60,000, and the 
amount of money involved has 
| doubled from the $8,000,000 col- 
| lection of 1951. 

In cooperation with the board 
of supervisors and other officials, 
he has carried out recommenda- 
| tions of grand juries that tax col- 
lecting functions be consolidated 
|into one agency. In 1954 his of- 
fice took over the job of collect- 
ing delinquent taxes, from the 
county auditor, and in 1956 the 
county treasurer transferred to his 
office the collection of levee dis- 
trict taxes. 

“The county assessor and I are 
planning on transferring the col- 
lection of unsecured personal 
Property taxes to this office in 
1959,” Janelli said, “‘and I am now 
working with other offices to have 
all licenses handled by this de- 
partment.”’ 

These transfers, according to 
Janelli, relieve other officials of 
minor headaches, and place in one 
Office the job of handling and ac- 
counting for taxes and licenses, 
as the law intends. 

Janelli has been connected with 
county government for more than 
15 years, starting in 1938 when 
he was a deputy county auditor 
under William J. Hirni. His 
service with the county was in- 
terrupted by five years in the 
Army, and a year in private bus- 
iness,

This week will see the windup 
of the 1958 budget session of your 
California Legislature. Final ac- 
tion on the budget for next year 
is close at hand. Every indica- 
tion is that the total appropriated 
will not be far from the almost 
$2 billion requested by the Gov- 
ernor. 

Most observers agree that this 
has probably been the toughest 


‘pills, even 


budget meeting since they were 
started a few years back. The 
trouble was not so much with the 
budget bill itself, but rather with 
certain basic factors which kept 
shoving their unwanted noses in- 
to the budgeting process. 

First of these, of course, is the 
fact that the general. fund is run- 
ning rapidly into the red, so all 
available reserves had to be tap- 
ped to take care of next year’s 
though a very tight 
and economical expenditure pro- 
gram was worked out. Second, 
third, fourth, and so on up to 
ninth or tenth, were the tough 
policy questions which kept pop- 
ping up from all directions, and 
which had to be answered before 
budget decisions could be made. 
Water, salary increases, elimina- 
tion of certain State services, tax 
increases, tax cuts—suggestions in 
all these fields and more, too, had 
their influences in shaping our fi- 
nal product. 

If this session did anything, it 
certainly proved that you can’t 
beat out a government budget 
with the calm impersonality of an 
electronic computer balancing 
your checkbook. Every legisla-

After the spending bills} 
came down to the floors of the 
two houses there was a_ pretty 
tight squeeze on time for trimming 
and finally polishing them because 
of the constitutional limit. But 
now that the budget is on its way 
to the Governor’s desk, can 
turn our. full attention to the 
many special items. 

The most important new pro- 
posal is one which calls for a 
$200 million state bond issue, pro- 
ceads to be used for new state 
construction. If approved by the 
legislation, this idea must also be 
passed on by the voters. 

Our public schools and _ their| 
many problems continue as the 
leading topic in the special ses-

sion. About a third of all the} 
measures introduced relate to 
them. Everything from nuclear 


reactors for state colleges, to more 
required courses for little Johnny, 
and back to fewer required cours- 


es for him, has been tossed into 
our legislative mill.

down to bedrock,” he said, “we 
cannot promise’ everything to 
everybody.” 

He said he would, as a state as- 
semblyman, weigh all proposed 
spending programs in light of the 
essential needs of the people of Tu- 
lare and Kings counties, and 
would oppose programs which will 
unfairly inerease the already 
heavy tax burden on local resi- 
dents and property. 

On the water problem, Jordan 
points out that the two counties 
comprising the 35th assembly dis- 
trict are caught between the 
squabbling of north-south factions 
in attempts to obtain much need- 
ed water. One of his main inter- 
ests as an assemblyman, he said, 
would be to see that the impasse 
in the state water program is not 
resolved at the expense of resi- 
dents of Tulare and Kings coun- 
ties. 


“These two counties,’ he said, 
“with the rapid conversion of agri- 
cultural lands to residential sub- 
divisions in Southern California, 
will have an ever-increasing de- 
mand for the products of their 
soils which cannot be adequately 
met without the availability of 
more water.” 


This is one reason that he feels 
it is essential that residents of Tu- 
lare and Kings counties have the 
strongest and best qualified repre- 
sentation in the assembly. This 
must be the case, according to Jor- 
dan, or their interests in water, or 
any other state-wide problems, are 
going to be lost in the north-south 
tug-of-war. 

The importance of agriculture 
in this area is the basis for Jor- 
dan’s promise to turn to the farm- 
ers and farm organizations of Tu- 
lare and Kings counties for con- 
tinuing information and advice on 
water and other matters vitally af- 
fecting agriculture. 

It is his belief that the wild life 
and natural resources of the state 
should receive adequate protection 
to preserve them for the benefit of 
children in future generations. 

He said he would work closely 
with sportsmen’s organizations in 
the counties to aid them in the 
earrying out of their worthwhile 
conservation programs.

responsible leadership have earned 
their place as an essential part of 
our way of life. We have laws pro- 
tecting the rights of our citizens 
to join together in labor unions 
and we should have additional 
laws safeguarding their union 
dues and welfare pension funds 
and guaranteeing that unions will 
be run for the benefit of the mem- 
bers through democratic process- 
es.”’ 

A native Californian, Jordan 
came to Tulare county in Febru- 
ary, 1950, when he was appointed 
by Superior Judge Robert K. Mey- 
ers, then district attorney, as a 
deputy district attorney. 

While in that office he repre- 
sented the state in criminal prose- 
cutions and handled law enforce- 
ment problems involving welfare 
fraud, absent fathers, juvenile de- 
linquency and narcotics violations. 

He continued in the post until 
Ocotber, 1951, when he transfer- 
red to the county counsel’s office 
to serve as assistant to Ralph 
Nickerson. In January, 1953, at 
the age of 31, Jordan became 
county counsel. 

As the chief legal officer of the 
county, and its school districts, his 
duties have brought him into close 
contact with problms in the fields 
of taxation, welfare, schools, high- 
ways, water and the relationship 
of state and county government in 
meeting such problems. 


Jordan has continued in the of- 
fice since his appointment, except 
for a short period in 1954, when 
he served as interim district attor- 
ney following the elevation of 
Judge Meyers to the _ superior 
court. 

A graduate of Los Angeles High 
school and the University of 
Southern California law _ school, 
Jordan served in the U.S. Navy 
during World War II. He is the 
son of Mrs. Mary S. Jordan of San 
Bernardino. His father, a news- 
paperman, and an_ executive vice 
president of International News 
Service, died in 1955. 

Jordan was a clerk with the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
and a member of the men’s judi- 
cial council while at USC. He is 
a member of the Parent-Teachers 
Assn., Commonwealth Club, state 
and American Bar Assns., and 
chairman of the law and legisla- 
tion committee of the Tulare Coun- 
ty Bar Assn. He is also a merit
